THE PIERCE DEMONTAC. 


LESSON Vi, FIRST QUARTER, INTER- 
NATIONAL SERIES, FEB. 10. 


Text of the Lesson, Mark +, 1-20—Commit 
Verses 18-20 — Golden Test, Mark ¢, 
10 — Commentary by the Rev. D. M. 
Stearns.

After speaking the seven parables which 
are fully recorded in Matt. xiii, one of which, 
as given by Mark, Was our lesson @ Week 
ago, He went the same day at evening intoa 
boat to cross the sea of Galiee to the other 
side, and as they sailed [le fell asleep, but a 
great storm arising, they awoke Him, and 
with a word, “Peace, be still.” He rebuked 
the winds and the sea, and there was a great 
calm. He also said to the disciples, “Why 
are ye 80 fearful! How is it that ye have no 
faitht’ Now, if the spirit of Christ istn us, 
why, indeed, is it that we are so often fear 
ful instead of peac full and seem to know so 
little of His power! The question comes to 
us with allthe more pertinence since we have 
now the Holy Spirit, as they bad not at that 
time, Is it due entirely to our lack of faith? 
Let each one answer 

1. “And they came over unto the other 
side of the sea, into the country of the Gud 
arenes.” Tie ruins of the city of Gadara 
are about two miles in circumference, it was 
on the east Of the sea of Galilee, sixteen miles 
from Tiberias, and was captured by Vespa 
sian onthe first outbreak of toe war with the 
Jews, its inhabitants massacredand tie town 
reduced to ashes. The most interesting re- 
mains of Gadaraare its tombs, which ft rt 
the cliffs fora considerable distance round 
the city, (See Smith’s Bible Dictionary) 
The Saviour certainly knew what He was 
crossing the sea for, and inasmuch as this 
flerce demoniac seems to have been the only 
one directly benefited, He must have gone 
there to rescue him as atrophy of bis power 
over the adversary. Wedo well to remember 
that this great enemy, the devil, is as active 
asever today in seeking to destroy both souls 
and bodies, and that the Son of Man is the 
only one who can deliver from bim. 

2% “Immediately there met Him out of the 
tombs a man with an unclean spint.’ The 
prince of the power of the air had withstood 
Him on the sea and now meets Him on the 
land, but “the Lam} shall overcome.” Mat- 
thew says there were two possessed with 
devils who met Him; it may be that Mark 
and Luke speak only of the worst of the 
two, We have read of the unclean spirit in 
the synagogue who knew Jesus and cricd 
“Let us alone,” also of others who when they 
saw Him fell down before Him cae cried, 
saying, “Thou art the Son of God” (chap. 1, 
Wii, 11); but this seems tu be ies worst 
case of demonism on record, and yet Jesus 
was victor, 

3), Here isa description of the man, his 
‘weiling place and his conduct. 

6. “When be saw Jesus afar off, he ran 
and worslipped Him.” The man in his affle 
tion seems to know that here is belp for him, 
and he runs to seek it and notin vain. Many 
afflicted ones who are troubled by a spirit of 
anger, or envy, or unrest, or just, and are 
being consumed and destroyed thereby yet 
longing in vain to be delivered, would soon 
be healed and delivered if they wonld only 
run to Jesus, 

7,8. “What have I todo with Thee, Jesus, 
Sou of the Most High Golf Tie inan ran to 
Jesus, but the spirit in him cried out against 
Him.
